Suferinga,

Thursday, the 17th, was St. Patrick’s day,
which was erlebrated in Charlerton with
great spirit by 8:. Patriok’s Benavolent So-
ciety and the Ilibernian Society. The first
named Society is 57 years old ; the Hiberni.
an Soeiety ia near 70, and embraces many
persons of Irish deecent, and of course some
of the natives.

6 o'cleck at the hall of the Society. The
Charleston Courier next morning reported
the epeeches and tossts on the ocoasion :
